One of our good friends recently had an 
experience that she won’t forget soon. She 
almost became a hostage during a bank 
robbery. For obvious safety reasons her 
identity and the identity of the bank involved 
must remain anonymous. 

Recently this woman was leaving a bank 
when she looked up to see a man entering 
the door. “Coming in is this guy who just 
finished pulling on a ski mask and he has a 
gun in his hand,’’ she told us. He pushed her 
out the door and said, “Get out,” instead of 
taking her as a hostage. 

She obeyed, and ran to a nearby liquor 
store to phone the police; however, the 
manager had just locked the door since it was 
the end of the day. He peeked his head out 
the side door and asked her what was wrong. 

“The bank’s being robbed. Call the 
police,” she shouted to him. “I’m going to 
run around the back and see what kind of 
car he has.” 

The liquor store manager told her to stay 
where she was but she ran to the back lot 
and saw a lone car and a truck parked just 
behind the liquor store. 

At that moment, our friend saw “a bunch 
of red stuff in the air.” She realized it 
must be red dye from the baited money which

the bank robber had just received from the 
bank. Dye such as this is applied to certain 
“baited money” and, if possible, is given to 
suspects so they may be traced quickly and 
early. 

“I knew he was on the other side of the 
truck, then he sped past me in the car and 
was jerking off the mask at the same time. 

I got his license, ran back to the liquor store 
and there were the police. I gave them the 
license and within 15 minutes they had nabbed 
the suspect on the nearby freeway. He had gone 
off the ramp in his haste and had rolled 
his car. He was stunned and the police told me 
they were pretty glad of that since his gun 
was fully loaded.” 

Our friend credits the Sierra Madre police 
with her being in the right place at the right 
time. How could that be? you ask. 

Well, it seems our friend was going a 
little too fast down Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Instead of stopping her and ticketing her, a 
policeman cautioned her to slow down, so she 
did but kept right on going. 

If she had been stopped here in town, 
she would not have been on hand to get the 
suspect’s license plate. On the other hand, 
she would not have had that hair-raising 
experience.

Perrefs latest book instructs 
executives about using humor 


There are really few occasions when a bit of 
levity would not relieve a situation, and Gene 
Ferret, Sierra Madre News columnist and Emmy- 
award-winning comedy writer, proves that fact in 
his latest book, “How to Hold Your Audience with 
Humor — a Guide to More Effective Speaking.” 

It’s not a heavy book — it weighs a little 
over a pound, we may quip. But it’s crammed

with good advice about using comedy with dignity, 
on serious occasions, about where to gather material, 
about how to use that humorous material effec¬ 
tively. 

Perret should know since his comedy-writing 
has been sought out by such famous stars as Bob 
Hope, Phyllis Diller, Bill Cosby and many others. 
Hope provides the foreword for this book as he 
did for Ferret’s last book. 

“Humor makes people like and respect a speak¬ 
er; it makes people listen and helps them to re¬ 
member important points if the speaker uses a little 
joke to illustrate those points,” Perret told The 
News recently. 

The importance of humor? “Only one non¬ 
politician is immortalized with a statue in the 
Capitol Building in Washington, D.C.: Will Rogers. 
We may, from time to time, put some clowns into 
the Capitol but not their statues,” Perret writes 
in the book. 

He believes that comedy and dignity are com¬ 
patible and says, “Wit belongs in every environ¬ 
ment. A sense of humor implies that you possess 
three attributes: the ability to see things as they 
are; the ability to recognize things as they are; 
the ability to accept things as they arc,” Perret 
says. 

He began his career at a large industrial plant 
in Philadelphia and, although he started as a 
drafting apprentice and worked his way up to 
the “lowest rung of the managerial ladder — the 
supervisor,” he also filled in as resident comedian. 
At one time the plant faced a strike and “one 
day they (managers and lawyers) called on me, a 
lowly supervisor, to advise them on the best way to 
handle the communications with the unionized em¬ 
ployees in order to prevent a work stoppage.” 

He gave them recommendations and then quer¬ 
ied his manager why he was aked. The manager

Hospital-based personal 
emergency response sys¬ 
tem, was installed Apr. 26 
and so far three sub¬ 
scribers are on the prog¬ 
ram and many are on the 
waiting list. 


This system does not re¬ 
place EMTs or para¬ 
medics who are used only 
in case of medical emer¬ 
gencies. Lifeline is used 
on a day-to-day basis for 
older or handicapped per¬ 
sons who live alone and 
would like the security of 
being “hooked up” to 
the system.

Buckle up. 
Save a kid 


Automobile accidents are the number 
one killer of amall children, according to 
the Qraater Loa Angeles Chapter National 
Safety Countll. And to call more attention 
to this fact. May 11-18 has been pro¬ 
claimed “Child Passenger Safety Week’’ 
In California. 

According to a study funded by the 
California Office of Traffic Safety, the 
number of children Injured while riding as 
paasengera In automobiles may be un¬ 
derstated by as much as 15%. These 
Injuries occurred when vehicles made sud¬ 
den stops or evasive maneuvers but were 
not Involved In actual collisions, accord¬ 
ing to a spokesperson from the state 
transportation agency. 

The California child restraint law be¬ 
came effective Jan. 1, 1983. Since that 
time, nearly 9% fewer children under 4 
years have been Injured or killed In mo¬ 
tor vehicle accidents. There has also been 
a resultant decrease In Injury severity. 
However, compliance with California’s 
mandatory child restraint law Is still less 
than 50%. 

Tha basic concept behind child passen¬ 
ger safety la that by properly using 
federally-approved child car seats every 
time they transport a child In a motor 
vehicle, a parent or guardian can protect 
his or her child from being killed or se¬ 
riously Injured In the event of a collision, 
sudden stop or swerve.

Boolcstore deals 
with life after death 

A new bookstore in Sierra Madre is not just 
a place where you buy books. It’s a center where 
those curious about the effects of life and death 
may find some answers. It is a place where people 
of all ages — from the very young to the very 
old — will find ready material to continue a search 
for the truth about the meaning of life and 
death. 

Michael Davidson explains the Continuum 
Book Store and The Continuum Foundation at 
71 N. Baldwin as follows: “Although the store 
will not reach a mature inventory until the end 
of the year, we intend a good coverage in the 
areas of philosophy, metaphysics, psychology, self- 
help, inspirational, holistic and just plain good 
literature. We are specializing in children’s books 
and we’re developing a used book area to browse 
through. We also have a mail order service.” 

The bookstore evolved from an exhibit David¬ 
son designed for travel, an exhibit that deals with 
immortality. And the exhibit grew out of a book 
called “Continuum ... the Immortality Principle” 
by Pasadenans Kay Croissant and Catherine Dees. 
The book deals with the possibility of “continuing 
consciousness after death.” 

Actually “the Continuum Foundation begain in 
1981 as a resource organization for information 
concerning consciousness surviving death,” David¬ 
son explains. The book was written a year later. 
Hugh Harrison is founder and financial backer of 
the foundation that is centered in Bandon, Ore. 

“We felt that if solid and up-to-date infor¬ 
mation were made easily available to the public 
it would have a positive effect on the quality of 
cur lives. To that end we published a book, 
produced a film and produced four large exhibits 
that have been shown around the country. Other 
projects include providing funds for medical re¬ 
search and the funding of conferences around the 
country. We are engaged in translation and pub¬ 
lication of several, what we consider to be useful, 
books into the English language. We give talks 
and lead discussions within the general subject 
of death and dying,” Davidson says. 

“It’s always been an interest of mine. In an 
age where there is so much, well, kinky stuff, we

has myasthenia gravis 
causing unexpected seiz¬ 
ures and requiring im¬ 
mediate help. At the 
first indication of an 
emergency. Black will 
punch the beeper-type 
unit worn around her 
neck. This will send an 
electronic message by te¬ 
lephone to the response 
center in Methodist Hos¬ 
pital’s emergency room. 

The response center, 
staffed 24 hours a day, 
will receive the call and 
the subscriber's code 
number will flash on the 
digital screen. A staff 
member will telephone 
the subscriber im¬ 
mediately. If there is no 
answer, hospital person¬ 
nel will call a pre¬ 
arranged list of respon¬ 
ders until the individual’s 
needs are met. If the 
responders cannot be 
reached, the paramedics 
will be dispatched. 

The program is avail¬ 
able to persons who are 
elderly, ill, handicapped 
or live alone and have 


either been recently dis¬ 
charged from the hos¬ 
pital, have a physician 
on Methodist’s staff, re¬ 
side in the hospital’s 
paramedic service area 
or are in an area where 
emergency medical as¬ 
sistance can be dis¬ 
patched from Methodist. 

There is no charge for 
the installation of the 
unit but a fee of $10 
per month will be charged 
to each subscriber. 

Members of Methodist 
Hospital’s mens’ volun¬ 
teer group will handle 
the installation, pro¬ 
cedure. 

The service area in¬ 
cludes all of Arcadia, 
Temple City, Sierra 
Madre and specific areas 
in west Monrovia and 
certain sections of east 
Pasadena.

It was a series of deja vu experiences for 
Robert W. Jensen, former Sierra Madrean, when 
he stepped into the office of the Sierra Madre 
News. He spent parts of two days perusing papers 
from the early 1920s, enjoying finding articles 
about his parents and friends. 

Jensen came to Sierra Madre in 1921 with 
his parents and left in 1940 after having attended 
school here. He says his was the last 8th grade 
class to graduate from Sierra Madre School. The 
family attended Bethany Church “when it was 
round.” Residents who have lived here for awhile 
remember when that church was round in shape 
and constructed of stones. 

Jensen looked up classmates from his school 
days and found Elsie Dammeyer, Joe Grippi, and 
talked with Jack Butler, who, Jensen said, has 
almost total recall for people who lived in Sierra 
Madre in earlier days. Butler was a postman here. 

Jensen remembers when “Hastings Ranch was 
a vineyard. I used to roam the game refuge in 
the mountains behind the town.” 

He grinned, “The town has shrunk. The 
streets are narrower, the buildings are shorter than 
when I remembered them as a child. Gasoline 
was 17 cents a gallon then. Beef was 30 cents 
a pound. There were many vacant lots when the 
town had about 3000 inhabitants. The old houses 
that were landmarks are gone. There is a tre¬ 
mendous increase in housing, in condos and mul¬ 


tiple units.” 

He mused, “I miss the depot. A friend and 
I would mix up a chemical pow’der and stick it 
on the streetcar tracks. It would go off like an 
explosion. I’ll never forget the speed and alac¬ 
rity displayed by Emil Smith who had a news 
stand just west of The News office when one of 
those would go off. It made a heck of a noise 
but it wouldn’t hurt anybody.” 

Jensen said he was disappointed to sec the 
Old City Hall in its rejuvenated present state. 
“I wanted to see the jail. Gordon McMillan, the 
police chief in the mid ’20s, was a great man. 
Later when I would return to town on business 
he would put me up in the jail. He’d let me 
sleep in ‘the bucket.’ The price was right.” 

Jensen is retired as chief of the Enforcement 
and Investigation Division of Law Enforcement in 
the Dept, of Justice in Sacramento. 

Jensen said he met his wife, the former 
Myrtle Wood, in Sierra Madre at Bethany Church. 
They were down this way since she was at the 
doll show in Pasadena.

Sierra Madreans spot signs in Yukon 


Big winds 


Imagine driving up in Yukon Territory 
in Alaska and seeing a Sierra Madre (CA) 

“city limit” sign. 

On a trip not long ago, Madge and Gene 
Malone had that experience. They had been 
at their cabin on Kenai Peninsula and decided 
to drive back down to Sierra Madre on the 
Alaska Highway. There at Watson Lake which 
is known as a visitor center, operated by 
Tourism Yukon, is a “sign forest” at the 
junction of the Alaska and Robert Campbell 
highways — dozens and dozens of signs from 
all over the world. At least from many cities 
in the Northern Hemisphere. 

And there in all its yellow and green 
glory is the sign proclaiming “Sierra Madre 
City Limit.” 


The first pencil with 
an attached eraser was 
patented in Philadelphia 
in 1858. 


The Malones explain that the sign forest 
was started by Carl Lindley of Denville, Ill., 
a U.S. Army Soldier working on the con¬ 
struction of the highway in 1942. Soon another 
sign was added, and another, and Hnally posts 
bearing these signs were set into the ground, 
by now the collection is maintained by the 
Watson Lake Lions Club. 

The Malones try to spend a few weeks 
out of every year in Alaska since their daughter, 
Francie Neville, is assistant attorney general. 
This past trip took them two weeks of “lazy 
driving.” 

The Malones have lived here “off and on” 
for about 18 years. Gene Malone is a retired 
Navy man.

Nugent offers support 
for women without kids 


In these days of 
women’s support groups, 
and child and women 
abuse clinics, Peg Nu¬ 
gent is getting a group 
together who can help 
each other in the quand- 
ry of not having sole or 
primary custody of their 
child'en. 

“Often people believe 
that women who share 
custody of their child¬ 
ren instead of having the 
sole care are unfit or 
selfish. There are actual¬ 
ly a variety of reasons 
why some women do not 
have their children in 
their homes at all times. 
Some of those reasons 
are emotional, financial 
or the result of a court 
battle,’’ Nugent ex¬ 
plains. 

In the fall of 1982, 
over 600,000 women in 
the U.S. were not living 
with their children. And 
that statistic, according 
to Nugent, applies only 
to those in which a male 
is the head of the house¬ 
hold. If a father has 
remarried, that statistic 


is not counted. 

Nugent has started a 
support group that meets 
every Wednesday eve¬ 
ning between 7-9 p.m. 
at Westminster Center, 
867 E. Atchison St., 
Pasadena. “I hope it will 
be a place for women 
to meet and discuss their 
individual problems,’’ 
Nugent explains. “To 
my knowledge nothing 
like this exists in the 
San Gabriel Valley.” 

How does she assist 
other women who do not 
live with their children? 
She creates a climate in 
which they need each 
other, talk about fears, 
anxieties and successes. 
They also give and re¬ 
ceive emotional support 
and discover the resour¬ 
ces that exist for them, 
she adds. 

She says she is aware 
of the sensitivity of the 
topic and the strong 
feelings of women in this 
predicament. “My whole 
focus is for mutual sup¬ 
port. I’d hope to work 
myself out of a position

answered, “The jokes you tell at company ban¬ 
quets are right on the nose. We thought you would 
have your hand on the pulse of the workers.” 

Ferret says audiences enjoy finding a sense of 
humor in speakers. “They will respect you for it.” 

The News columnist says he’s not trying to 
turn every speaker into a Bob Hope or Phyllis 
Diller. “Wit ought to be a glorious treat. Good 
cooks season food to taste better,” and speeches 
should also be seasoned with humor, he says. 

Most people are afraid of humor. His book was 
written to help them “to overcome their fear and 
show them how to find it.” 

Humor is not necessarily jokes. “Billy Graham 
is a preacher who has a great sense of humor, 
yet I can’t recall any jokes he’s ever told in his 
sermons. Humor is not jokes, craziness. It’s an 
attitude. It makes you more listenable, if that’s 
a word,” Ferret told The News. 

Humor is work. Ferret advises. He suggests 
gathering material, researching the audience care¬ 
fully, preparing, improving material and developing 
style as prerequisites. 

Each of us needs to find his or her style of 
humor. “When good friends gather together . . . 
that’s when jokes (even insults) and retorts fly all 
over the place. So if you can see your audience 
I as a group of friends, and treat them that way, 

I you’ll never have any trouble bringing just the 
right amount of good humor to your speech.” 

Ferret suggests a gentle attack on authority — 
“You endear your audience when you make them a 
part of your presentation . . . Find stories that 
automatically involve your listeners.” He also 


believes in getting an audience involved physically 
— “Most speakers claim they could never get 
through a seminar without some sort of audience 
participation.” 

He suggests, “Most humor comes from honesty 
and truth — don’t take yourself or your audience 
too seriously, yet treat them with respect . . . 
the higher up people go, the greater sense of

Ferret gave The News a peek into his next 
two books, “If we keep our sense of humor 
we’ll be healthier. A sense of humor is the key to 
a successful life. I plan to make that my next 
book . . . Wellness — because you don’t want 
to get caught up in anger, holding grudges, stress. 
Norman Cousins said it — Norman Vincent Peale 
said it. A sense of humor makes you think more 
clearly.” 

Another book he plans in the future deals 
with success and suggests the process to achieve 
that goal. “Positive thinking applies. Where do you 
start? I’ve changed professions several times; in 
fact, right now I’m moving into speech-giving, into 
‘how-to’ seminars. Each one’s a new challenge.” 

Just remember, he says, “When you’re at the 
mike, you have an edge. You don’t have to add to 
that; you can substract from it. When I kid 
myself, it gives others a chance to kid. People 
love humor. I tell people that I thanked Bob Hope 
for autographing my book — it’s the only good 
writing in it.” 

He’s wrong. It’s another good Gene Ferret 
book.

need something good and solid that shows what we 
really know about consciousness surviving (after 
death).” 

Ultimately, 7000 books can be housed in the 
sleek, white interior warmed by handsome rugs 
and wall prints. 

About the true thrust of the Continuum 
Foundation, Davidson observes, “There’s no free¬ 
dom in living until you have faced death 
squarely. Death — and how it fits into the overall 
pattern of life. People feel they can’t know what 
death is.

The nonprofit foundation also provides free 
books to inmates incarcerated in California prisons. 

“I think we do as much to encourage prisoners 
to rehabilitate themselves as anyone else through 
the manifestation of love . . . We try to keep our 
cost down to $400 a month. All those hard- 
nosed guys — and all I see is the soft com¬ 
passionate side, the side I see because I’m no 
threat. I don’t know what got them in there 
(in prison). I’m not ignoring the fact that they 
did something and they’re justifiably in prison
